M"UNSAN, Korea—AP)—The Communists admitted today they 


hold unreportcd prisoners and tried to use them as a club in Korean 
truce negotiations. 


The Reds said they would supply 


the names of these prisoners "in 
due time"—but only after the 
Allies furnished data the Commu- 
nists have been demanding. 


On Exchange Basis 


Rear Adm. R. E. Libby reported 


sharply that the U.N. command 
would furnish additional prisoner 
data on an exchange basis or not 
at all. 


The Red admission followed a de- 


mand by Libby that the Commu- 
nists account foi 174 additional 
prisoners. Most of these are Amer- 
icans Some are British. 


This makes a total of 1,621 


United Nations soldiers and 50,000 
Republic of Korea (ROK) troops 
for which the U.N. has demanded 
an accounting. None of them was 
listed in the original list of 11,500 
prisoners of war the Reds turned 
over Dec. 18. 


Based on Brosulensts 


Libby's demand for a report on 


174 men was based on names taken 


from Red broadcasts, letters to 
families, 
Communist periodicals 


and "other sources," piesumably 
secret agents. 


The icquest for names of 50,000 


ROKS, whom the Reds say "do 
not exist," was bas^l on Commu- 
nist radio boasts of the number of 
prisoners they had captured. The 
Allies insist the Reds impressed 
most of them into the North Ko- 
rean army. 


Joined "Volunlarllj" 


The Reds have said many times 


that any ROKs in the North Ko- 
lean army Joined voluntarily. 


Staff officers working on tiuce 


supervision met for only 14 min- 
utes.

Strlko at Dealers 


In a seues of coordinated taids, 


the fedcial agents struck chiefly at 
establishments of dealers in gam- 
bling devices who allegedly failed 
to register tinder a new federal 
statute.

FBI office, said a large number of 
officers took part but that he could 
not give the total. 


Hosteny said the biggest haul ot 


machines was made in East St. 
Louis, where 
646 were seized. 


About 400 of these were confis- 
cated at the Rey novelty repair 
shop, IIP said. 


Taken to Warehouses 


All the machines will be trans- 


ported to bonded warehouses and 
tinned over 10 U.S. marshals, Hos- 
teny snid. Their eventual disposi- 
tion will be up to federal courts.

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Higher Operating Costs, Salary Demands Place 
Many Illinois Cities Behind Budget Eight-Ball 


SPRINGFIELD, (AP) — Sal 


arics, garbage disposal, police and 
fire departments, and equipment 
deficiencies pose the major fi- 
nancial problems for Illinois cities, 
a survey showed today. 


Some cities said they have in- 


sufficient funds to pay their work- 
ers decent salaries. A few said 
wage increases granted to meet 
higher costs left little money for 
anything else. 


A number of municipalities re- 


ported that proper police and fire 


• protection and garbage disposal 


could not be kept up with present 
income. 
- 
Costs Kiting 


Through most of the replies ran 


the same complaint—costs are 
rising and revenues are not keep- 
ing pace. Property taxes are the 
main source of cash for cities. 


The survey was made by a 


commission set up by the 1951 
legislature to find out what steps 
might be taken to solve the long 
standing money woes confronting 
cities. 


Headed by Senator Walker But- 


ler (R-Chicago), the 10 member 
commission will begin public hear- 
ings in a month or two in gather- 
ing material for its recommenda- 
tions to the legislature next year. 


As a basis for its study, Wal- 


ker's group polled nearly 1,200 
mayors. One principal 
question 


I was: "What are the critical prob- 


lems in- financing your munici- 
pality ax you see them?" 


No Boosts 1'ossiblc

then _lived again 
disturbed the

Secretary of Defense Robert Lovett js a responsible pub- 


lic servant. Hence he deserves to be taken seriously when 
he declares there would be a grave risk in slashing defense 
funds below the projected $52 billion for the coming year. 


Lovett told members of the senate appropriations com- 


mittee the Defense department compiled an original, figure 
of $71 billion, that he cut that to $55 billion and President 
Truman further trimmed it to the present total. 


He said the reductions made by him and by the president 


represented calculated risks—bold measurements of the min- 
imum safe level for our defenses. To go below this total, he 
'said, would be to cast safety aside. 


This being an election season, congress is very much in 


an economy mood. Many lawmakers have been talking of 
cuts in the military budget. But Lovett's warning may well 
have frightened them. They know he does not talk loosely. 
• • * 


After all, this new arms budget is more than $7 billion 


smaller than that for the current fiscal period. This slash 
was achieved not by abandoning plans for an expanded army, 
navy and air force, but by pushing back the goals to a later 
time. The objectives as still the same. We simply wall take 


longer to reach them- 


Congress must assume that within the next two years 


Russia will not go to war. In any guesswork there is danger. 
Russia could attack next week. The government's $52 billion 
outlay is intended to prevent such a blow from being fatal 
if its guess should prove wrong. 
Some legislators, eager to chop down this total, are say- 


ing they don't believe Russia will go to war for a long time— 
if ever. In other words, they would like us to accept their 
own guesswork for that of Lovett and his defense experts.

ROME—A force of American/soldiers, our own people, arrived at 


the top of the Adriatic a few days ago to take position in the thin, 
dotted line which is being arrayed on this side of the iron curtain as 
a blood sacrifice on the altar of the Hyde Park Honkatonk whenever 
Stalin decides to attack. The Communist unions which control the 
port refused to unload our ships. Our men got ashore but, neverthe- 
less, this was a fine demonstration of "labor solidarity" in strict 
accordance with the totalitarian principles of our national labor re- 
lations board, the packed new deal Supreme Court, the A. F. of L., 
the C. I. O. and F. D. Roosevelt. 


There are many strong, clear precedents in the records of union

For years we forced millions of our 
good workers to submit to exploitation by Communist traitors whose 
character was well known to most of us but was denied by that 
pietistical old hypocrite, Philip Murray, the president of the CIO, 
who now has the gall to cry "liar" and "fool" at a representative of 
U. S. Steel for trying to resist the CIO's inflationary demands.

WASHINGTON — (AP)— Sec- 


retary of State Acheson said today 
he reversed the finding by a. State 
department 
board that 
Career 


Diplomat Oliver Edmund Clubb 
was a security risk. 


Acheson told-a news conference 


he took full personal responsibility 
for the action, which permitted 
Clubb to retire from the foreign 
service on a pension. 


Clubb resigned the same day, 


Feb. II. that the department an- 
nounced he had been cleared. 


Cleared of Charges 


Acheson stressed that Clubb was 


cleared of any reasonable doubt of 
his'loyalty, even though the board 
had found him to be a security risk. 


Clubb was director of Chinese 


affairs in the department. He said 
he retired from his $12,400 Job be- 
cause the loyalty-security investi- 
gation had "seriously damaged" his 
future 'career prospects. 


Two Republican senators helped 


bring to light Acheson's action in 
reversing the department board. 


Permits Pension 


Senator Ferguson (R-Mich) had 


asked Owen Lattimore, a senate 
committee witness, 
last 
week 


whether he knew that Acheson had 
reversed the board. Lattimore said 
he did not know this. Later, Sen- 
ator McCarthy (R-Wis) said Ache- 
son had reversed the board, so 
Clubb could retire on a pension. 


McCarthy said Clubb's pension 


was $4,800 a year. State depart- 
ment' sources figured it at $5,800. 


Today, Acheson went into the 


cas,e voluntarily at his news con- 
ference. 


Reviewed Findings 


He said he made his" decision on 


the recommendation of one of the 
most experienced and trusted for- 
eign service officers, who reviewed 
the findings made by the aepart- 
ment's loyalty-security board. 


The secretary also said Clubb 


made his decision to retire after 
being informed of Acheson'a final 
decision in his case. Acheson term- 
ed utterly and absolutely untrue 
suggestions there was an arrange- 
ment in advance for the favorable 
finding so that Clubb could retire 
on a pension.

U: S. Pilots 
Bag 5 MIGs

SEOUL, KOREA — (AP) — 


American, warplanea surprised a 
flight of Communist MIG-15 jets 
today and shot down at least five 
near the Yalu river. Another MIG 
was listed as probably destroyed.

Sabre jets pounced on a flight of 
70 MIGs as the Reds came out of 
their Manchurian sanctuary;

Blood Cancer 
Victims Aided 
By New Drug

CINCINNATI, 
(AP)—A new 


British drug is helping some peo- 
ple with one form of chronic leu- 
kemia, the blood cancer. 


It came from a 20-year search 


into the cause of cancer, and that 
hunt promises far better cancer- 
killers to come. 
. The drug and research were de- 
scribed today to the second na- 
tional cancer conference by Dr. 
Alexander Hadow, director of the 
Chester Beatty Research institute, 
Royal Cancer Hospital in London. 


The drug is GT-41, a code name 


in honor of George Timmis, the 
chemist who created it. It is a 
butane chemical, in a new family 
of anti-leukemia drugs. 


In early tests on small numbers 


of humans in Britain and the 
United 
States. GT-41 
broughl 


temporary remissions or improve- 
ments, in 25 to 50 per cent of 
cases Of myelogenous chronic Leu- 
kemia, Dr. Haddow said. One pa- 
tient has stayed improved for a 
year. 


The drug does not affect any 


other forms of leukemia. Including 
any of the acute or rapidly-pro- 
gressing leukemias which usually 
affect children. 


GT-41 can be taken by mouth 


and has no serious bad effects. Dr. 
Haddow termed results to date 
"as good as with any" other drugs 
used for leukemia.

Truman Administration Will 
Not Carry War to China Even 
If Korean Truce Talks Fail 


WASHINGTON, (AP) '•_ The 


Truman administration has de- 
cided against any move to carry 
the Korean war to China even if 
the truce talks collapse. 


Officials said that is the present 


basic policy, but now it is applied 
if and when a collapse occurs 
will undoubtedly depend'on what 
the Communists do and what the 
American people think about it. 


Policy Speech 


A clear indication of the ad- 


ministration's attitude came last 
night in a speech sent by Assistant 
Secretary of State JoHn M. Alli- 
son to the Philadelphia Bulletin 
Forum at Philadelphia. It was 
delivered by his assistant, U. 
Alexis Johnson, who returned 10 
days ago from talks with Gen. 
Matthew B. Ridgway and other 
top U.N. military men in Korea. 


"It is our policy," Allison said, 


"to confine the conflict to Korea. 
We do not propose to widen the 
scope of the war. That has been 
our policy from the start. That 
remains our policy. It is up to the 
Communists. If they want to widen 
the conflict and engulf the world 
in a terrible world war, then they 
must be the ones to do it." 


50-50 Chance 


Truce talks at Panmunjom are 


deadlocked now over several is- 
sues. Allison and his closes associ- 
ates as well as military leaders re- 


portedly still believe the odds are 
at least even on the possibility of 
agreement on a truce. 


Policymakers h a v e envisioned 


three main circumstances of col- 
lapse of the truce negotialions: 


1. The lalks might simply break 


off with both sides holding to 
their present military positions— 
that is. avoiding a major ground 
offensive. 


2. The talks might break off 


with a Communist offensive aimed 
at driving the United Nations 
forces out of their present en- 
trenched positions. Gen. 'Ridgway 
is reported to be confident that 
he could smash such an offensive 
at terrific cost to the enemy and 
might thereby start the Reds talk- 
ing peace more earnestly.. 


Talk*; Blight Collapse 


3. The talks might collapse un- 


der a terrific drive by the Reds 
making all-out use of their air 
as well as land power. In lhat 
event a policy which has been on 
the United Nations books in Korea 
for a year would probably be put 
into effoct. It provides that, should 
Communist air attacks threaten 
the security of the United Na- 
tions forces, the United Nations 
may strike back at the launching 
bases. Those bases are on Chinese 
territory, north of the Yalu river. 


Lattimore Denies Influence 
In 17. S, Policies in China 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Owen 


Lattimore testified today that in 
June, 1945, he tried to influence 
President 
Truman 
against 
re- 


stricting American aid to the 
Chinese Nationalists while the 
Chinese Communists were 'also 
fighting the Japanese. 


But, Lattimore insisted in testi- 


mony before the senate internal 
security subcommittee, his recom- 
mendations never had the slightest 
influence on American foreign 
policy.
